RUSSIAN LOSS KS FROM 
G JAPANESE INTERVENTION. 


Now that there is agnin talk of Rasso- 
Japanese‘ negotiations, it. is interesting 
to fote the losses that Russia has sus- 
tained as ‘a result of Japanese interven- 
tion, and the occupation of Russian terri- 
tories in the Far East... : 

<The value of the fishing industry of the 
Maritime proyinces,, Saghatien, and Kaw- 
chatka, in 1916 was 43,000,000 yen (or gold 
roubles) and fifty-five per cent. .of this 
was Russian. Since 1920, when Japan 
ocetipied. the: Maritime provinces and 
Saghalien ahd cut off Kamchatka and 
Okhotsk, the. Russians have been forced 
to cense fishing. During 1990-92 the Rus- 
sinn losses: from this. account amdunted 
to, 22,850,000 gold . roubles annually, or 
88,550,000 gold roubles for the three years. 
In. addition, the Joases .in the hunting 
industry’ come ‘to’ 5,500,000 ‘gold roubles 
annually,and inthe timber indystry to 
2,400,000 eld roubles. “That: ia, a sum 
for the threa years of. 24,000,000 gold. 
roubles. The total of all these. losses is 
over 92,508,000 gold: roubles. : . 

The sum does not include the’ value of | 
the capital and equipment, belonging to 
the co-operative or’ private fishing con- 
cerns, Uestroyed as a. result of the Jnpan- 
cae imtervention. It also does not include 
the value.of the salmon nurseries, also 
destroyed by, the Japanese. The young 
fish from these uxed to be put into the sea 
to'replenish the supply. These may -be 
estimated at a further 20,000,000. to 
30,000,000 gold roubles. 

To all this must be added the customs 
| losses, In the first. place.it was a char. 
acteristic ‘of the Japanese intervention 
that wherever possible they destroyed the 


customs offices, thus . enabling them. to |: 


bring in their goods free of duty. ‘It also 
allowed them to import prohibited ‘goods, 
such as arms and ‘other military -equip- 
ment. Without estimating the losses 
under these heads, we-can -turn to the 
actual figures for imports and exports and 
customs dues paid. : ae
